This is a decision on the "RENEWED PETITION UNDER 37 CFR 1.181, 
PETITION FOR REVIVAL OF AN APPLICATION UNDER 37 CFR 1.137(a) AND 
PETITION FOR REVIVAL OF APPLICATION UNDER 37 CFR 1.137(b)," filed 
on 19 June, 2007.. 

The petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment is DISMISSED. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(a) is GRANTED. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) is DISMISSED AS MOOT. 

A review of the record reveals the following: 
•1. On 7 February, 2001, the application was filed. 

2. On 15 April, 2005, a Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due was 
mailed, setting a three (3) month statutory period for reply. 

3. On 22 April, 2005, a final Of f ice" action was mailed. 

4. On 20 July, 2005, a response to the final Office action was 
filed. 
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5. On 23 December, 2005, a corrected Notice of Allowance was 
mailed, stating the final Office action was mistaken issued by 
another examiner who misprinted the serial number on his action 
for another case, that the. final action is withdrawn, and that 
the application is allowed for the reasons previously set forth. 

6. On 21 March, 2006, the issue and publication fees were filed. 

7. On 13. July, 2006, a corrected Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) 
Due was mailed, setting a- three (3) month statutory period. 

8. On 5 December, 2006, a Notice of Abandonment was mailed. 

9. On 18 January, 2007, a petition to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment was filed. 

10. On 24 April, 2007, a decision dismissing the petition was 
mailed. 

11. On 19 June, 2007, the present petition was filed. 

Upon further review, it is noted that the application became 
abandoned for failure to timely submit the issue and publication 
fees in response to the Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due mailed 
on 15 April, 2005. As the fees paid on 21 March, 2006, were 
submitted over three (3) months after the mailing of Notice, the 
application became abandoned as a matter of law at midnight on 15 
July, 2005. Furthermore, petitioners have not shown that the 
issue and publication fees were timely paid in response to the 
Notice mailed on 15. April, 2005. 

Accordingly, the application is properly held abandoned, and the 
petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment is dismissed. 

As the application was abandoned as matter of law, the corrected 
Notice mailed on 13 July, 2006, was of no force and effect. 

Under the circumstances of this case, however, the petition under 
37 CFR 1.137(a) is granted, and the application is returned to 
pending status. 

As the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(a) is granted, the petition 
under 37 CFR 1.137(b) is unnecessary and will be dismissed as 
moot. Petitioner will be charged the fee for a petition under 37 
CFR 1.137(a) and the balance due towards the petition under 37 
CFR. 1.137(b) will be credited to counsel's deposit account. 
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The application is being referred to the Office of Patent 
Publications for processing into a patent.
